The Canons of the fourteenth Seſſion 
are no leſs oppoſite to Antiquity , where- 
in the Council defines Repentance to. be 
a Sacrament : a Do&rine unknown till 
the time of ZEugenivs IV. The Arch+ 
Biſhop of Ceſarea tells us in a Book he 
entitled De Feformatione Scholaſtice (which 
he conſidered as a great ſtep to that of 
the Church ) that Exgenius aſcribed it to 
the Florentine Council , tho ſuch a De- 
cree had- never bin read or 1ſcen there. 
'Tis an effett of the Popes uſual fincericy. 
So that for twelve hundred years together 
the Church 1s filent in this point. 

Now what muſt a Chriftian think 'of 
a Council, that gives to our human fatis- 
fations and poor Sacrifices the power due 
only to the unſpeakable merits of Chriſt ? 

Who without juſt indignation can hear 
that our Alms and Faſtings expiate our ſins, 
and preſerve us from eternal Death ? Did 
ever any Councils, Fathers, or Divines 
M 2 run 
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run 'into fach'exceſſes ? nor do we pre- 
tend'to embrace the other extreme, and 
diſwade Chriftians from'that life, w*b the 
Sainrs term a Croſs anda Martyrdom, We 
think that it not -only obliges Penitents 
bur Innocents allo, and we are ſtruck with 
fear at theſe words of Chriſt, * Except 
ye repent ye ſhall all likewiſe periſh. But 
far be it from us to confine our Repen- 
tance to ſome tranſient and flight exer. 
cices of Piety. We require thar. finners 
die continually to- themſelves, that they 
think no pleaſures lawful but ſuch as the 
miſeries of hamane life render neceſlary 
and unavoidable; that they endure ra- 
ther then enjoy them, and bewail the 
blindneſs and obdurateneſs of an infinite 
number of Souls , who being made drunk 
by the pride and - wantonneſs of the 
World, are irrecoverably ruined. . 

But when a ſinner groans under a Vo0- 
lantary preſſure, faſts, praies, and im- 
poveriſheth himſelf ro enrich the poor, 
jaſtead of puffing him up with felf-con- 
ceit, and flattering him with a-perſwa- 
fion that he ſatisfies God , we depreſs him 
more and more, ſtill repeating to him this 
Leflon, That according to the Oracles

To perceive at firſt fight all the con- 
ſequences of this Principle , we need but 
conſider the abominable interpretations 
Feſuits have ou of it. Both the do@rine 
& praCtiſe of theſe} Friars is ſo enormous 
upon that point , that we want words to 
exprefs.it, This is the foundation where- 
on Bauny, E(cobar , Tambourin , Sanchez, 
Vaſquez, and other ſuch Monſters, build 
their infamous Morals. W herein they are 
not contented to teach all manner of 
crimes, but afford means how to commit 
them with impunity, and as much as in 
them lies , cheat both God and their con- 
ſciences. But lcaving theſe favorers of 
fin to Gods judgements, let it ſuffice us 
to fay, that we are fo far from blaming 
Fear in general, that we acknowledge 
n there is a cha#t fear which. enduretb for 
ever more, We learn from the ſacred 
Writings, that fear of eternal pains is the 
Meg inning of Wiſdom. None , ſaies S. * Au 
in, can come to love but by fear , he muſt 
begin with the chain of Tron, before he bt 
adorned with the Golden Neck-lace. % 
So when God ſtrikes a finner with the. 
fear of his aw the firſt ſtep 
to his Converſion: but if he never goes 
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farther he ſhall never be juftified 'in his 
hght, Love is at leaft 'an eſſential con. 
dition for the forgiving our fins. Weare 
juſtified: by Faith, but'it is by Fazththat 
worketh by Leave >, not by a dead Faith, 
which brings forth nothing , nor by a 
ſterile one, which-goes not ſo far as to 
produce fear; nor by a ſlaviſh one, which 
only refrains us thro the apprehenfions of 
puniſhment, and would never leave off 
ſinning,did it not ſtill behold the thunder 
of Divine vengeance alwaies hanging o- 
yer it; bur by a Faith full of Love and 

jous zeal, which in the ftriteſt_ bonds 
nites our hearts to our crucified Savior, 
ives us a lively repreſentation of his ſuf- 
erings , revives in us an ardent defire of 
ſhaking off the vices of the old Man, to 
be inveſted with the life and vertues of the 
New. To renounce all things for our Re- 
deemer , and at leaſt to /ove owr God, as 
S. Auſtin excellently preſcribes, with as 
mich fidelity and ardency as we have loved 
the Creatures. 

In the Epiſtles of the Apoſtle » we find 
that the great advantage of the Sons of 
God , above thoſe of the Devil, and their 
true. and jntrinſecal diſtin@ion, 1s , to

A Perſon of extraordinary merit has 
undertaken to lay open the myſteries of 
Purgatory ; and as he leaves nothing un- 
ſaid on that ſubject, fo none can take it 
ill if I refer my Reader to him. 

For thoſe other things, Invocation of 
Saints, Images, and Reliques, 'tis eaſy 
in a few words to ſhew how infirm their 
ground is in the ancient Do&rine of the 
Church. .
